Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala 
Tolls Act, 1976 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty - fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


1. Short title and commencement. — This Act may be called 
the Kerala Tolls (Amendment) Act , 1984 . 

(2 ) It shali be deemed to have come into force on the 23rd 
day of November , 1983. 


2 . Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the Kerala Tolls 
Act, 1976 (6 of 1977 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act ), 
to sub - section ( 1 ) , the following proviso shall be added, namely : 

" Provided that if the Government are of opinion that it is 
necessary in the public interest so to do, they may, by notification 
in the Gazette, specify any bridge in respect of which no toll shall 
be leviable under this sub -section " . 


3. Repeal and saving.- ( 1 ) The Kerala Tolls ( Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1984 ( 10 of 1984 ) , is hereby repealed .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Sub - section ( 1 ) of section 3 of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 (6 of 
1977) provides that the Government may levy a toll on every motor 
vehicle entering a bridge constructed wholly or partly at the expense

of the Government and declared open for traffic after the 1st day of 
January, 1976 . A number of representations against the collection 
of toll on motor vehicles passing over the Calicut Railway Overbridge 
were received . Collection of toll on motor vehicles passing over 
a Railway Overbridge in a busy city like Calicut will not only put 
the public to a lot of inconvenience but also may result in traffic 
blockade . Arranging for collection of toll on the overbridge at 
Calicut without causing much inconvenience to the public was 
impracticable also . Therefore , it was considered necessary to amend 
sub - section (1 ) of section 3 of the Kerala Tolls Act , 1976 , enabling 
the Government to exempt collection of toll in respect of any bridge 
in the public interest . 


2. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as 
immediate action in the matter was considered necessary , The 
Kerala Tolls (Amendment) Ordinance, 1983 (41 of 1983 ) was pro 
mulgated by the Governor on the 23rd day of November , 1983 . 
Though a Bill to replace Ordinance 41 of 1983 by an Act of the Legis 
lature was published, the same could not be introduced in , and passed 
by , the Legislative Assembly during its session which commenced 
on the 25th day of November , 1983 and ended on the 20th day of 
December, 1983. To keep alive the provisions of Ordinance 41 of 
1983, the Governor promulgated the Kerala Tolls ( Amendment) 
Ordinance 1984 ( 10 of 1984 ), on the 5th day of January, 1984. The 
Bill seeks to replace Ordinance 10 of 1994 by an Act of the State 
Legislature . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation would not 
involve any expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State . 

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The new proviso proposed to be added to sub -section ( 1) of 
section 3 of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 , by clause 2 of the Bill seeks 
to empower theGovernment to specify, by notification in theGazette , 
any bridge in respect of which no toll shall be leviable under sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 3 of the Act. 

The matter in respect of which notification may be issued is a 
matter of administrative nature. The delegation of legislative 
power is, therefore, of a normal character .

“ Note 11.- In cases where the academic year in respect of the institu 
tions under the Director of Public Instruction is extended beyond the 
31st of March in any year , the teaching staff of such institutions who are 
allowed to continue in service beyond the date of superannuation under 
sub-rule (c) shall retire on the last day of March itself."

purport). 


The academic year in respect of educational institutions under the 
Director of Public Instruction generally ends in March . Government con 
sider that in cases where the academic year is extended beyond March in 
any year by a Notification issued by the Director of Public Instruction , the 
teaching staff entitled to continue in service till the close of the academic 
year by virtue of Rule 60 (c) Part I, Kerala Service Rules shall retire on the 
last day of March itself. This amendment is to achieve the above objective .

Explanatory Note 
Government had fixed the strength of the Municipalities based on 
1971 Census figures specifying the number of seats in the councils in respect 
of these Municipalities to be reserved for Scheduled Castes/ Scheduled Tribes 
and Women. The population figures of 1981 census have been published 
recently . Under Section 7 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 160 , the 
Government have to refix the strength of the Council based on the popula 
tion of the latest census. This notification is intended to refix the strength 
of the councils of the Municipalities based on the latest census figures under 
sub- section (1) and to specify the number of seats to be reserved in the councils 
for Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes and for Women under sub -sections (3 ) 
and (6 ) of Section 7 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 in supersession of 
all the previous notifications in respect of these thirty -eight Municipalities . 
This notification is intended to achieve the above object.
